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“The Kid” comes home 
with three awards

“The Kid” came home from the 
snowy hills of Pennsylvania with three 
awards: Best in the Region in Set 
Design, Technical Direction and 
Costume Design. Although the final 
grand prize—selection for the National 
Festival in the spring, 1983 at the Ken- 
nedy Center for the Performing Arts— 
will not be decided until the early 
March, the cast, crew and staff of “The 
Kid” have accomplished a great deal. 

Gallaudet College’s production of 
“The Kid” was one of five perfor- 
mances at the American College 
Theatre Festival XV Region II (ACTF) 
competition in Wilkes-Barre, PA held 
Jan. 12-16. “The Kid” originally 
opened at Gallaudet Oct. 29, 1982. 
Bill Moses, chairman of the Theatre 
Arts Department, is the author-director 
of this “musical in sign and mime.” 
Last Monday he said that his mind was 
“still reeling from the critique.” Working 
with time limits and other festival rules, 
the cast and crew had been able to set 
up, perform and strike the set within 
the festival guidelines. The audience 
had laughed and applauded. And the 
critics had said that the play and 
critique discussion illustrated the 
“positive possibilities of theatre.” 

James Leverett, literary manager of 
the Theatre Communications Group in 
New York and Julius Novick, theatre 
critic for the Village Voice, conducted 
the Saturday (morning-after) discussion 
of the Gallaudet presentation. The cri- 
tique session was open to members of 
the cast, crew and all festival attendees. 
Jay Siegfried, chair of the ACTF, 
Region II, opened the morning by ex- 


plaining that the critique was a time for 
all involved to “rethink the production 
and also theatre in general.” Leverett 
stated that it was an opportunity for 
everyone to ask questions and have an 
open discussion. “I’m really a student 
here, I’m all questions,” he added 
later. 

Leverett asked Bill Moses to explain 
his purpose for presenting the play in 
mime. Moses responded that he 
wanted to see “how far I could stretch 
mime as a medium while incorporating 
the beautiful parts of sign language. | 
wanted the production to successfully 
communicate to both deaf and hearing 
audiences.”

Pre-College Programs awarded grant 
for pregnancy prevention program 


Pre-College Programs has been 
awarded a grant entitled “A Pregnancy 
Prevention Program for Deaf Adoles- 
cents, Hearing and Deaf Parents of 
Deaf Children and Deaf Parents of 
Hearing Children.” The funds were 
granted by the Office of Adolescent 
Pregnancy Prevention, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services. 

David Updegraff, administrator, 
Grants and Federal Contracts for the 
Pre-College Programs Division, is the 
project director. Della Fitz-Gerald has 
joined the project staff full time as Sex 
Education specialist, and Max Fitz- 
Gerald, Sex Education specialist at 
MSSD, is part time staff. Various con- 
sultants in deafness, sexuality, cur- 
riculum and evaluation will be involved 
as part time staff, as well. 


This unique project has been de- 
signed as a prevention program for 
deaf youth and their parents. Many 
parents of deaf children and deaf 
parents of hearing children have ex- 
pressed a desire for assistance in com- 
municating with their children about 
sexuality. Various polls and surveys in- 
dicate that 80% to 90% of parents 
agree that sex education instruction is a 
parent’s responsibility. However, addi- 
tional research also shows that many 
parents feel inadequate and desire ad- 
ditional structured training. 

Often communication barriers and 
lowered reading levels reduce input 
from auditory and written sources. The 
deaf youth is more likely to obtain sex- 
ual information from observation and

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Grabill resigns from Board 


Dr. Wilson Henry Grabill, who had 
served on the Gallaudet College Board 
of Trustees for more than 18 years, 
recently resigned from the Board for 
health reasons. 

Dr. Grabill joined the Board in 1964 
as its second alumni representative, 
replacing Boyce Williams. At the time 
of his resignation, he was secretary of 
the Board, served as a representative 
on the Presidential Search Committee 
and was on the Graduate Scholarship 


Fund Committee. He has also been 


chairman of the Board’s Committee on 
Honors and a member of the Executive 
Committee, as well as serving on the 
Laurent Clerc Cultural Committee. 

“Dr. Wilson Grabill has expressed his 
loyalty and commitment to Gallaudet 
College through years of dedicated ser-

vice to the Board of Trustees,” said 
President Edward C. Merrill, Jr. “As 
the secretary to the Board, he was 
keenly aware of all policies and ac- 
tivities of the College and always 
wanted the best possible educational 
program for the students here. It is 
because of his many selfless contribu- 
tions that we have such affection for 
him.” 

Dr. Grabill attended the Wisconsin 
School for the Deaf and then came to 
Gallaudet, graduating in 1934. He 
received his MA in Statistics from 
American University in 1942. He later 
received an honorary Doctor of Letters 
degree from Gallaudet at the 99th 
Commencement. 

A long-time employee of the 
Bureau of the Census, Dr. Grabill 
retired from government service in 
August, 1975 after 41 years of service. 
Since 1962, he served as chief of the 
Fertility Statistics Branch, Population 
Division, Bureau of Census, U.S. 
Department of Commerce. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce honored him in 
1975 with its highest award, the gold 
medal for meritorious service; he had 
previously received the silver medal in 
1962. 

Dr. Grabill has co-authored three 
books, written dozens of articles and 
scientific papers and prepared 
numerous census reports on the fertility 
of American women. 

He has served on the Board of 
Directors of the Population Association 
of America and the U.S. National 
Committee of the International Union 
for the Scientific Study of Population. 
In addition, he has been the treasurer 
of the National Health-Care Foundation 
for the Deaf, junior warden of St. Bar- 
nabas Mission to the Deaf and a 
member of the Alexandria-Potomac 
Lions Club.

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personal experience. Although there 
are no studies on the incidence of 
adolescent pregnancy among deaf 
adolescents, professional observation 
indicates that absence of basic sexual 
facts, sexual problems, incidence of 
sexually transmitted disease and un- 
wanted pregnancies are present among 
deaf youth. 

In an attempt to answer these needs, 
the objectives of this grant include the 
development and implementation of a 
parent sex education curriculum, the 
development of a model prevention 
services program for Pre-College 
students and the implementation of a 
national training program to train 
trainers of parents. 

The development of the parent sex 
education curriculum will reflect the 
surveyed needs of parents in Pre- 
College Programs’ primary service 
area—Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania and 
the District of Columbia. An advisory 
panel consisting of professionals in 
deafness, experts in human sexuality 





and parents will facilitate in the parent 
curriculum development. 

The Model Prevention Services Pro- 
gram development will provide con- 
tinuity of curriculum, health and 
counseling services for Pre-College 
students. Both parents and students 
will be involved in and informed of cur- 
riculum pregnancy testing, maternity 
counseling, nutrition information, 
screening and treatment of venereal 
disease, personal and group counseling 
services and interpreting assistance. 

Dissemination of this programming 
will entail training trainers from residen- 
tial, day and public mainstreamed pro- 
grams. Following training, project staff 
will assist the sites in the implementa- 
tion of their programs. 

This is an exciting and comprehen- 
sive project that will impact on the 
many parents and students of the Pre- 
College Programs and HS Primary Ser- 
vice Area. Through comprehensive 
preventative programming, profes- 
sionals can facilitate parents as primary 
sex educators as well as enhance deaf 
youths’ understanding of themselves as 
responsible sexual beings.

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The critics then asked the musicians 
and vocalists about their experiences as 
the auditory part of the production. 
Bari Biern, the female vocalist, said, “I 
feel a great responsibility because we 
have to extend their characters into the 
vocal area.” She said the vocalists are 
“not only performer but also audience” 
to the deaf performers’ actions and 
feelings. Moses added that the built up 
round platform of the scenery “helped 
to reinforce the vibration impulse” of 
the music for the actors. The set 
helped the group to “feel” together. 

The discussion then turned to the 
use of lights as “conductor.” A box at 
the rear wall of the theatre contained a 
red and a blue light. These flashed on 
and off as cues for the beginning of 
songs and movements geared to the 
music. Novic was surprised at this 
elaborate system. “It never occurred to 
me that cueing was a special problem,” 
he said. “That shows you how suc- 
cessful it was.” 

Vicki Havens asked the critics to 
comment on the costumes; since she 
was wardrobe supervisor she wanted to 
know what they thought of the white 
jumpsuits and colored patches. Novick 
said that “the costumes seem to be part 
of the tradition of modern musicals— 
patches and jeans.” But in this produc-

tion the “patches were used as a cen- 
tral metaphor of the play. I was 
fascinated to see how they were used 
to show the connections and separa- 
tions between the characters.” Colored 
patches were exchanged when people 
became friends or lovers and taken 
when conquered or separated. Per- 
sonal relationships and “negotiations” 
were made visible through the 
patches. 

Novick and Leverett asked the actors 
about their development of the 
character they portrayed. Charles Katz, 
who played “The Kid,” said that he did 
not feel that his deafness made a dif- 
ference in the methods he used to 
develop his character. Marsha Goeken, 
who played Fuschia, said that she 
noticed that her character developed in 
one way when in the early stages of 
planning her movements and that it 
took on added dimensions when the 
music, which she “senses,” was added 
later. Other actors commented on their 
own unique experiences developing 
characters, working with the music and 
feeling at one with the ensemble. 

For the cast and crew of “The Kid,” 
it will be a long long time from now to 
the decision of the National judges at 
the beginning of March .. . and if 
selected for production at the Kennedy 
Center, you can bet that the rehearsal 
days will grow short between March 
and April.
